Also, if it can be ascertained what sum was charged for Tolls for the passing of 
the Police over the wooden bridge of Ferry Carrig, and also the Wexford bridge, 
for the half year immediately preceding the last Assizes.

SIR, 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Letter ot the 23d inst. 
stating it to be the intention of the Magistrates at the Wexford Quarter Sessions, 
to inspect the several accounts of the Constabulary Force of the county of 
Wexford ; and requesting therefore to be furnished with the accounts, and cer- 
tain other returns which they consider to be necessary. 

In reply I am commanded to acquaint you, that the Act 3 Geo. 4. c. 103. does 
not impose upon the Magistrates in Quarter Sessions, the duty of inspecting the 
accounts of the Constabulary Force, and that consequently the Lord Lieutenant 
does not consider it necessary to accede to their request ; at the same time, if this 
request has been made under any apprehension that there is any misapplication of 
the money allotted to the payment of the expense of the constables, or that there 
is any abuse whatever in the management of the funds appropriated to this purpose, 
his Excellency has the means, and will lose no time in taking measures for 
inquiring into any representation of that kind which may be made to him.

SIR, 

I Had the honour of receiving your letter in answer to our request, to be furnished 
with certain Police Returns ; and regret that the application should not have met 
with the approbation of his Excellency. 

Having been informed that in some Baronies of this County, the Constabulary 
force had not been completed, a suspicion (I trust groundless) had arisen, that 
pay for the full complement of men had been drawn ; this, with many other 
reports of less importance, made us desirous of inquiring at Quarter Sessions, 
whether those unfavourable rumours had any foundation ; and it did appear to us, 
that we had no other means of coming at the truth, except by requesting those 
Returns from you, which, if granted, would have cleared up any doubt. 

If there has been any irregularity in making this application, I trust you will 
attribute it to our desire that an establishment, highly useful, if well conducted, 
should be beyond suspicion, and an anxiety for the welfare of our peaceable 
County.
